Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 5-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group II, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim.

magnetically permeable material, and a stator winding having substantially straight wire 
segments received by said clips, wherein a plurality of slits are made along the front 
ends of the clips.
